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New Business 


Ee os that The Hispanic Heritage Week 
exhibition has been canceled by the Organization of 
American States because they did not want to exhibit at 
CIA. She also reported that she has look at Jane 
Schnell's photographs of Trekking Through Kashmir which 
have been offered for a future exhibit. The problems 
involved with exhibiting from photographs and slides 
were discussed, as were the costs of reproducing large 
color pictures and the possibility of using the photo- 
graphs as wall art for use in CIA offices after the 
exhibit. [[._—~~~*«<YW- said such pictures had not been in 
demand in the past. The addition of Kashmir artifacts 


to the exhibit was suggested. [ft td pursue 25X41 


these matters further. 


The EAA photographic exhibit was discussed. It was 
suggested that some ground rules be established for this 
type of exhibit. A limit should be placed on the number 
of entries from any one person and photographs pre- 
viously exhibited at CIA should be excluded. Specific 
arrangements for judging should also be made. It was 
decided that a letter would be sent suggesting some 
ground rules and giving EAA a time during the first 
quarter of 1982 for the exhibit. 


The need to look at the suspension system used to hang 
pictures on the walls of the first floor exhibition hall 
was brought up. The use of chains was suggested, and 
said he would provide[_ sd with 25X1 
specifications of the chains OL should procure. 


[reported that a new pipe line will be laid 
from the power building along the north road to Head- 


quarters north loading dock. The work will start in 
March 1982 and last approximately one year. A good 
number of trees along the route will have to be 

removed. He made a walk-through with OL personnel to 
point out trees that should be saved. A temporary paved 
walk will be put in for pedestrians. A suggestion was 
made that the north west entrance be reopened during 
this time so pedestrians could avoid the north loading 
dock. 


Ese is a request from OL that FAC give 
approva or a lane-indicating letter to be painted on 
the pavement at each entrance to each parking lane. OL 
has received complaints that parking lane signs are hard 


to read. The FAC approved and suggested that letters 
not more than 36 inches high be used. 
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£. A suggestion was received that a bulletin board be 
placed on the first floor during the planned con- 
struction of the new building, telling personnel where 
construction is taking place. It was pointed out that 
the kiosks are there for just such notices.
